Our sh oes were of 
th e h eaviest 
kind, generally all made 
over one last, as th e say ing goes.

to juggle th e old-fash ioned “good enough ” 
sh oes and nails. 
Th e tools issued to us 
w ere very few and of th e most primitive 
kind. 
In th e last few y ears th is h as all 
ch anged. 
Tools and -h oes and nails are 
of th e latest and h ost.

with it th e h orse soldier, h as come more 
into civilization.

In addition to th is p?av th e sh oer re­ 
ceives all h is cloth ing, pretty good r a ­ 
tions. free medical attendance—and till 
th is with out a cent to pay for any dues. 
T h e soldier also gets furlough s, passes 
and a lot of h oliday s with out h is pay be­ 
ing taken from h im.

y ears into th e army and see and learn at 
government ex pense.

attendance of ten ch ildren or more not 
oth erwise provided for by th e railw ay 
sch ools th e railway departm ent and th e 
education departm ent, acting conjointly 
and each furnish ing h alf th e ex pense, 
provide suitable premises and a certifi­ 
cated teach er at a salary of $39 0 to 
4i y ear and q uarters. 
Ch ildren of railway employ es nre car­ 
ried to and from th ese sch ools free of 
ch arge and are ch arged sligh tly lower 
fees th an in th e regular government pub­ 
lic sch ools, say s th e Educational Re­ 
view; th ey must also provide th eir own 
books and stationery . 
No objection is 
raised to th e attendance of th e ch ildren 
of farm ers wh o also m ay h e living be­ 
y ond th e convenience of any government 
public sch ool. 
A n official of th e railw ay known as 
th e education officer acts as m anager of 
all th e railw ay sch ools, and w h ere th ere 
are a sufficient num ber of parents th ey 
form local committees to assist h im in 
m anaging th e affairs of th e sch ool. 
He 
is alw ay s more or less guided by th e 
opinions of th e station m aster or h ead 
officials of th e railway . 
Th e sch ools are 
inspected regularly by th e inspector of 
th e education departm ent. 
Statistics of th ese railw ay sch ools for 
19 08 
sh ow 
th at 
th ere 
nre 
foriv-one 
sch ools on th e railway s, with a total en­ 
rollment of 2135 pupils. 
M any of th ese 
ch ildren would h ave no educational ad­ 
vantages if it were not for th e railw ay 
sch ools establish ed especially for th em. 
Th e ex pense to th e C ape government 
railw ay s for th ese sch ools was $28 ,307 
for th e y ear 19 07 .

T h ere seems to be a great difference 
of (» pinion as to w h eth er a married wom­ 
an sh ould or sh ould not contribute as a 
vvage-earner, to th e family revenues. 
One woman claims th a t th e wife wh o 
goes out from h ome to earn a living, or 
a part of it, is a noble, self-sacrificing 
creature wh o deserves th e h igh est com­ 
mendation. 
Anoth er say s, th at in a m a­ 
jority of cases, th e woman wh o earns a 
salary h erself, does not receive much 
money 
from h er h usband, oth er th an 
w h at is req uired for h ouse rent 
and 
oth er fix ed ex penses, even being ex pected 
to provide h er own cloth es and some­ 
times th e greater part of w h at sh e eats 
from h er own earnings. 
And still an­ 
oth er woman say s, th a t if th e wife can 
contribute enough for th e support of th e 
family , th at sh e is sometimes ex pected 
to do it wh ile th e h usband remains idle 
and h elps spend th e money . 
Th is gen­ 
erally results in plenty of trouble. 
One th ing I h ave noticed, is, th at a 
woman wh o does not know h ow to patch 
an apron, will not h ave to do it; if sh e 
cannot sew, a seam stress will be pro­ 
vided, and if sh e cannot cook, a kitch en 
maid will h e employ ed. 
By some m an­ 
ner or means, th e h elpless are alw ay s 
provided for, but th e q uestion is, do 
women as a rule, like to be considered 
by th eir h usbands as incapable or un­ 
willing. 
My advice is, do not m arry if y ou 
ex pect to support y our h usband, and 
do not m arry if y ou f e d th at y ou can­ 
not contribute y our full sh are in any 
way th a t it may be necessary for th e 
w elfare and h appiness of th e h ome. 
If 
circumstances demand, and y ou are able 
to earn ;i little money to h elp along, it is 
certainly advisable and adm irable to do 
so. provided h ealth and strength are not 
jeopardized in th e effort.—W om an’s N a­ 
tional Daily .

Bad Marriage Laws 
Th e Ch ief Cause of Divorce. 
Th e great fountain-h ead of divorce is 
bad m arriage laws and bad marriages. 
H am pered by ancient tradition, befogged 
by medieval modes of th ough t, in deal­ 
ing or. neglecting to deal with th e m a r­ 
riage institution we h ave signally failed 
to develop meth ods of social control ade­ 
q uate to th e new psy ch ic ch aracter of 
th e family . 
No one wh o in full detail 
h as carefully studied American m atri­ 
monial legislation can doubt for an in­ 
stant th at, faulty as are our divorce 
laws, our m arriage laws are far worse. 
H ardly a conceivable blunder is left un­ 
committed; wh ile our apath y , our care­ 
lessness and levity , regarding th e m ar­ 
riage institution, are alm ost bey ond be­ 
lief. 
O f th e two factors as causes of 
divorce, bad m arriage 
laws 
are, 
of 
course, less h armful th an are m arriages 
biologically or morally bad. 
Here, too, 
th e power of th e law m aker is limited. 
Yet a bad m arriage law will account for 
divorce 
in far more cases th an will a 
bad divorce law. 
Th is is true because 
its function is prevention. 
For instance, 
bad m arriage laws may permit, or fail 
to prevent, th e union of th ose wh o are 
unfit to wed because of venereal disease, 
insanity , crime, 
or* degeneracy . 
Th ey 
m ay suffer, even encourage, clandestine 
unions, so aid to end in th e divorce 
court. 
Th is Is wh y th e “m arriage re­ 
sort,” like th at at St. Joseph . Mich igan, 
is m any times more h arm ful th an th e 
“divorce colony ," such as th ose formerly 
at M andan, Fargo, or Sioux Falls. 
Th e 
th ough tless, frivolous, sensual, or im m a­ 
ture couples joined at th e wedding re­ 
sort often find th eir way to th e colony . 
Th ere is cry ing need of a h igh er ideal 
of th e m arriage relation; of more care­ 
ful selection in wedlock. 
An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound uf cure.— 
McClure’s Magazine.

rag; th ey will tirst appear q uite y ellow, 
but must be dried before tin* fire and 
flour rubbed wel Unto th em to restore' 
th eir pristine fresh ness. 
W h en q uite dry , 
carefully wipe th e Hour off.

applied with a bit of flannel will (es-i 
pecially wh en ih e stains are deep) re- 
store th e wh iteness of ivory knife h andles.

G ingerbread with Frills—Th e flavor of 
ginger in cake goes well with ice cream 
and with th e different fillings—as it is 
made in lay er cake sty le—th at blend de­ 
liciously with th e ginger flavor, such as 
marsh mallows, caramel, 
ch ocolate 
and 
maple sugar, and is becoming very pop­ 
ular. 
For making th e gingerbread use 
a delicate recipe th at can bo baked in 
lay ers, 
substituting 
a 
medium 
dark 
brown sugar in place of tin* New Orleans 
molasses so generally used, as th e latter 
sweetening gives an unpleasantly biiter 
taste t" th e cake. 
For a marsh mallow 
tilling dissolve a stick 
of 
sweetened 
ch ocolate in q uarter of a cupful of boil­ 
ing h ot water, add h alf a 
cupful 
of 
granulated sugar, and 
cook 
until 
it 
th reads. Dissolve h alf a pound of th e 
marsh mallow confections in a steam er 
with a tablespoonful of h ot w ater in 
th e bottom of th e receptacle. W h en soft, 
blend with th e ch ocolate sy rup, beating 
it until th ick and creamy 
may be omitted if preferred, and th e 
marsh mallows, softened as above, beaten 
smooth ly and spread between lay ers, and 
on top of th e cake, th en cut th e cake 
in 2-inch sq uares and in two diagonally .

W h ile th ey probably 
could at th e pr« *» ent time live with out 
th is accustomed dish , tin* time once w as 
lie fore th e advent of th e wh ites to llm 
islands and tfoe 
introduction of 
new 
foods, th at life with out it would at least 
h ave been precarious. 
"Poi is made from th e tuberous root 
of tin* taro plant,” cy ntiuued Mr. Stop» *, 
“ a specie» * f eolodium family , of wh ich 
th e well known eleph ant ear plant i» 
also a member. 
Th e tuber, wh ich aver­ 
ages in size th at of a large sweet po­ 
tato, is baked and afterw ard pounded 
up with 
water until a 
smooth 
w h ite 
paste is obtained, much resembling a 
wh eat Hour pamte, ex cept tin* color is a 
pale pink or purple, dependent upon th e 
variety of taro used. 
Th is paste i» al­ 
lowed sligh tly to ferment, or sour, wh en 
it is ready i*» r us« *. 
Iu olden times each 
family prepared its own pot, th e work 
being done by th e men, w h o < 1 id most of 
tin* eth er cooking operations. 
At 
th e 
present time poi factories, in wh ich mu- 
ch inery grinds th e taro and mix « *» it o n 
a largo scale, h ave largely supplanted 
tin* old h and meth od. 
Th e Ch inese of 
tin* territory h ave come to be th e lead­ 
ing m anufacturer» «»f tin* product. 
“ Many of tin* wh ite residents of th e is­ 
lands eat poi to almost th e same ex tent 
a» tin* native» , but th e tast« * is larg« *ly 
acq uired, and strangers seldom care for 
if.

E v ery 
one w ho 
h as closely 
exam ined 
th e aeroplane 
th at 
is now at College 
p a rk probably has noticed a rag that 
h an g s from the fro n t rudder. 
It is h a rd ­ 
ly moire th a n a strip of tape, a fraction 
of an inch w ide, and m ight have been 
torn off the edge of a good-sized hand­ 
kerchief. 
O ne of th e visitors who w as 
looking at th e m achine the other day 
asked w h at th e rag « a s for. and th e cor­ 
resp o n d en t 
w ho 
w a s 
asked 
replied: 
“ l>on't 
know. 
B ut, 
know ing W ilb u r 
W rig h t as well as 1 do, 1 guess it has 
som e reason.” 
T h a t 
is perfectly true, and th e rag 
plavs quite a n im p o rtan t part in m a n ­ 
aging the m achine. 
It is nothing more

less th a n indicator as to w h eth er 
the m achine is going up or dow n, or 
w h eth er she is keeping an even keel side- 
w i«<*. 
Almost any one would think th a t 
with a $30,000 m achine there w ould be 
som e reasonably expensive delicate in­ 
stru m en t tor keeping track of the b a l ­ 
a n c e . 
B u t th ere is not, and as the rag 
se rv es the purpose well enough they let 
it stay. 
W ilb u r has .been asked several time« 
w h eth e r some a p p a r a tu s in the w ay of a 
pen d u lu m or a spirit level or som ething 
i f tin* sort would not be useful ou the 
m achine, or w h eth er som ething of th a t 
sort had not been tried. 
H e replied in­ 
differently “ not so fa r as he knew ,” and 
an d at th e sam e tim e the rag w as h a n g ­ 
ing on the fro n t ru d d er and w as being 
usod every day. 
T h a t is about as fa r as 
W ilb u r goes in disbursing inform ation. 
W hen O r v i l l e W rig h t w as over at F o rt 
M.ver the sam e inquiry Was m ade of him, 
an d 
he replied 
at g reater length, but 
not m oro enlighteniugly, saying th a t a 
pendulum w as m o r e m isleading th a n it 
w as reliable, because afte r it had sta rte d 
sw inging it kept on sw inging and did 
not 
indiente th e tru e direction of the 
aero p lan e at all. 
T h e rag. however, answ ers the p u r­ 
pose. 
If it points up the o p erato r know s 
th a t t h e m a c h i n e is going down, and if 
it points dow n h e know s th a t he is go­ 
ing up. 
It it flutters out straight b e h in d 
th e o p erato r know s that all is going well 
a n d that she is keeping an even keel, but 
if ¡t points t«> t h e side he know s th at 
lie is skidding, a n d th e m achine m ust be 
brought back to b alan ce by t h e use of 
th e wing tips. 
In fact, the soaked and 
grim y piece of rag is as efiective a tell­ 
tale as the most 
expensive in strum ent 
t h a t could he designed. 
T h e re m ay be other fea tu re s about the 
W rig h t m achine q u ite as sim ple an<l ef­ 
fective us the ra g on the rudder, but if 
th e re a r e th ey will never get out to the 
public through 
the W rig h ts ’ 
loquacity.

paces in their rear. 
J u s t as w e had 
sw ung fairly into the road a ritle cracked 
on the ridge over which we had ju st 
passed, and a heavy volley poured into 
us. both from th e ridge itself and from 
a bam boo-lined ravine directly in front 
of us.

By 
courtesy it is called an island, but it is 
really n o thing m ore than the sum m it «>f 
a n extinct volcano sticking up out of the 
s«»n. 
Inside th e cra te r live th e only in­ 
h a b ita n ts of Saba. 
T h e y live th ere be­ 
cau se ther«» is nowher«» els«» for them to 
livi», the outside slopes being nearly as 
steep as the sides of a house. 
T h e place belongs to H olland, and the 
people are all D u tch . 
N evertheless they 
sneak E n glish as their n ativ e tongue. 
T h e y call th eir c ra te r tow n Bottom , be­ 
cau se it is situ ate d on th e top of a 
m ountain. 
A lthough surrounded on all sides by 
the sea. they often spend w’eeks w ithout 
seeing it, for th a t involves a long clim b 
u p to the rim of the crater. 
Still l«»ss 
freq u en tly do they touch salt w ater, be­ 
cause to do so th«»y m u st in additjon 
climb d o w n w ard for a d istan ce of 1/«<K) 
feet by a precipitous, rock hew n path, 
kn o w n as th e L adder. 
It is, how ever, in re g a rd to their s ta ­ 
ple in d u stry th a t the D u tch people who 
speak E nglish and who live aloft in a 
volcano in a sum m it city called Bottom , 
reach the extr«»me of to psyturvydom . 
O ne might im agine them m aking b al­ 
loons or kites, or, in fact, a n y th in g b u t 
w h a t they do m ake, w hich is ships.

How the Fruit of Grand Valley, Colo., 
Was Saved from the Frost. 
The 1909 crop of fruit in the grand 
valley of Colorado, from the Palisades 
above to Loma below. valued at $3.000,- 
000. owes its existence to a unique bat­ 
tle which was waged against Jack Frost 
at a time when the fruit was at its t**n- 
dcrest age. 
By unusual generalship and 
the work of hundreds of enthusiastic 
volunteers the temperature in these or­ 
chards was actually raised 8 and 9 de­ 
grees over twenty-seven miles of terri- 
t"t\v and 
a precedent was established 
which will mean much to the future. 
In California it is said that the tem­ 
perature has been raised heretofore in 
som e single orchards 2 or 3 degrees, but 
never to 8 degrees and 
never before 
as tin* work has been carried on over so 
great an area. 
Flans are now on foot 
to have every bearing orchard 
in the 
Grand valley protected by next season, 
not that there is any likelihood of frost 
every spring in this section, but because 
the protection against possible repetition 
o f this year’s experience is considered 
cheap insurance. 
The raising of the temperature over 
this large area 
was accomplished 
by 
meant-? of some 300.000 smudge pots of 
many different types, some burning oil 
for fuel and some coal, and placed at in­ 
tervals in the orchards. 
Od was car­ 
ried to the pots in wagon tanks equipped 
for the purpose. 
Spraying 
machines 
wore also us**d in distributing the oil. 
A large supply of lighters was kept in 
readiness in a dry place. 
Many of these 
lighters were made by wrapping waste 
about a twisted wire. 
All operations were 
directed 
from 
Grand Junction. 
Weather stations es­ 
tablished over much of the territory and 
equipped with 
thermostats when 
the 
threatening weather arrived made half 
hourly reports on the temperature to 
Grand Junction. 
When finally the dan­ 
ger point was approaching warning was 
sent to all the ranchmen to light the 
fires. Volunteers also in nearly all walks 
of life made their w a y In automobiles 
and wagons and on bicycles over the en­ 
tire area. 
So well did this orchard heating idea 
xvork that while the temperature outside 
the heated area dropped as low as 20 
d68X669 within the heated area it did 
not go below 291.*. 
Seventy-five 
per 
cent of ail the fruit trees which were 
in bloom wore cared for directly, xvhile 
even orchards ow ned by those who were 
skeptical of the idea, w ere saved by the 
fires in the adjoining territory.—Scien­ 
tific American. 


HOW MONGOOSE KILLS COBRA. 


Description of a Contest in Which the 
Little Animal Came Off Victor. 
I had the good fortune this evening to 
witness a fight betxx'een a four-foot cobra 
di capella and a mongoose.

Finally he ate three or four inches of 
his mortal foe, but carefully avoided eat­ 
ing the fangs and poison glands, which 
I picked up by a stick and found them 
broken but with the venom sacks at- 
tached.

GRIZZLIES IN NORTHERN WILDS. 


Too Many and Too Hungry for Comfort, 
Says Boundary Surveyor. 
“Triangulation 
work, 
hooking 
up 
mountain peaks over vast distances and 
photo-topographical labors were carried 
on under great difficulties and dangers 
in the snow’ peaks and giaeiers of south­ 
eastern Alaska and northern British Co­ 
lumbia this summer. 
It was not the 
dauger of falling over precipices or into 
crevasses the party feared as much as 
the possibility that they would be de­ 
voured by hungry grizzlies. 
“ Why, that country up there has a cor­ 
ner on bears. 
It is the greatest grizzly 
paradise on earth. 
It was not an un­ 
common experience to see as many as 
six of these huge animals every day. 
If 
our records are not perfect we will have 
to ascribe the blame to the grizzlies.” 
This was the way J. M. Bates of Ot­ 
tawa summed up the exciting features 
of his season’s work in connection with 
the delimination of the Alaska boundary 
along the Iskoot river, a tributary of the 
Stikine. 
He was in charge of a party 
of eight men. 
Mr. Bates has had many 
adventures in the north since he first 
began the delimitation of the frontier. 
Tw o years ago he wounded a grizzly 
and in a dash for safety rolled down a 
glacier with the animals at his heels. 
Mr. Bates escaped, but the bear was 
dashed to death. 
Mr. Bates added: 
“J. Sullivan Cochrane, a noted Bout on 
naturalist and big game hunter, had a 
lively experience near our 
camp 
this 
summer. 
He was seeking to photograph 
grizzlies in their native wilds. 
One day 
he snapped his camera on a huge belli, 
x\heu the animal charged viciously* 
One 
of its paws hurled the kodak into a ra­ 
vine. while the other cuffed the intruder. 
Just then his guide fired, but not a mo­ 
ment too soon. Three shots did the guide 
pump into the grizzly which staggered 
about, made u plunge at tin* guide, whose 
last cartridge was exhausted. 
Mr. Coch­ 
rane, although armed with only a re­ 
volver. then rushed to the rescue and dis­ 
patched the bear. 
He told me that he 
had completed his course 
in 
nature 
studies.”—Vancouver Cor. Seattle Post-

R. Ogi lvie-Grant. for the British Or­ 
nithologists’ union, and is headed by 
Walter Goodfellow, the well known trav­ 
eler, with whom will be A. F. II. Wol­

Rowenzori expedition, and Dr. Frie Mar­ 
shall, who was with Lieut. Shackleton in 
the Antarctic. 
Mr. Ogilvie-Grant received from the 
Dutch minister of the colonies Saturday 
a letter giving the expedition special fa­ 
cilities f«>r prosecuting its search in un­ 
known Guinea. 
In January it is hoped 
to begin the task, which will include a 
search for the unnamed animal, the col­ 
lection of new birds and insects and a 
careful survey of the country traversed.

of human progress, 
l ’rinee Ito was the 
son of a Caumrai, that 
ancient 
clan 
which existed until 1853, when the first 
representative of the United States gov­ 
ernment invaded the land of the Mikado. 
He then became the pioneer 
in 
the 
movement to do away with the old order 
of things, which progressed rapidly uu- 
der his leadership and placed Japan in 
the foremost rank of the nations. With­ 
out his efforts this 
movement 
would 
have been impossible then. He had quali­ 
ties of statesmanship possessed by few 
men. and his loss to the Japanese na­ 
tion is one that will not be easily met.”

He 
taught scho o l fo r several y ears and en­ 
gaged in newspaper wo rk fo r abo ut fo ur 
y ears. 
At the o utbreak o f the Civil war 
he became captain o f a regiment in the 
Co nfederate army and was cfiptured in 
New Orleans. 
He went abro ad as sec­ 
retary to the Maso n and Slidell co mmis­ 
sio n to Euro pe and was secretary o f the 
Co nfederate diplo matic co mmissio n 
in 
Paris in 18(53. 
In 18(59 he became secre­ 
tary o f the Ro umanian legatio n in Paris, 
was co nnected in 1872 with the Alabama 
claims co mmissio n mid was a delegate 
fro m the United States to the interna­ 
tio nal diplo matic metric co nference. 
In 
1S75 Mr. Vignaud became the regularly 
co mmissio ned secretary o f tin* American 
legatio n at Paris, after which he was 
co ntinuo usly secretary o f the legatio n 
and embassy fo r thirty -fo ur y ears, dur­ 
ing which time he to o k no t a single leave 
o f absence.

ELECTRIC LOCOMOTIVES. 


Help a Western River to Operate 
a Railro ad Tunnel. 
Electric lo co mo tives are no w shuttling 
trains back and fo rth thro ugh the two 
mile tunnel o f the Great No rthern rail­ 
ro ad which pierces the Cascade mo un­ 
tains abo ut a hundred miles east o f Seat­ 
tle. The lo co mo tives were built by tin* 
General Electric co mpany at Schenec­ 
tady , N. Y., weigh 230,000 po unds each, 
develo p mo re than 2000 co ntinuo us ho rse­ 
po wer, and are capable o f delivering a 
tractio n effo rt o f 80,000 po unds. 
The use o f electric lo co mo tives elimi­ 
nates the smo ke and gases whieh fre­ 
quently o verpo wered engineers and train­ 
men, imperilled the lives o f passengers 
and delay ed traffic. The big electrics 
are capable o f hauling 
the 
heaviest 
trains, steam lo co mo tives and all, up the 
steep grades, which was impo ssible fo r 
steam lo co mo tives except tho se o f the 
largest kind. 
The electrical 
equipment 
represents 
the best practice and the latest develo p­ 
ment o f 
electrical 
engineering. 
The 
\V enatehee river has 
been 
harnessed 
abo ut thirty miles so uth o f the tunnel, 
w h e r e 12,1 MM) 
electrical ho rsepo wer 
is 
generated by the falling water. 
The 
largest pipe line In the no rthwest carries 
the water fro m the dam to the po wer 
ho use two miles belo w and 
210 
feet 
nearer sea level, 
where 
the 
turbines 
change the energy into electricity , which 
is transmitted at 33,000 vo lts to the tun­ 
nel. 
On the descending grade the mo to rs 
will beco me generato rs and return elec­ 
trical energy to the line to assist o ther 
trains climbing the hill o n the o ther side 
o f the tunnel. 
This is the first time this 
feature has o ver been successfully ap 
plied to railro ad wo rk in America.

It was Mr. Bige 
lo w, who , while assistin’' in the search 
fo r info rmatio n abo ut Benjamin Frank 
lin’s life in Paris, fo und and rescued 
the manuscript o f the sage’s auto bio gra­ 
phy . which gives such a faithful picture 
o f the great philo so pher and statesman 
On the death o f the minister to France, 
President Linco ln placed Mr. Bigelo w at 
the head o f the United States legatio n 
1 1 1 Paris, and he served fro m 18(54 to 
18(57. At the terminatio n o f his missio n 
he received fro m the American residents 
in Paris the co mpliment o f a substan­ 
tially unanimo us invitatio n to a farewell 
dinner at the Grand ho tel in Paris, D* 
cember 19 , 1866, the first o f its kind 
ever paid to an American diplo mat at 
any fo reign co urt. 
After bis return to the United States 
Mr. Bigelo w became active in po litics, 
acting as chairman o n Tilden’s Erie Ca­ 
nal co mmissio n. 
Twenty -five y ears ago 
he was sent to the Isthmus o f Panama 
by the New Yo rk Chamber o f Co mmerce 
to investigate the canal that M. de Les- 
seps was co nstructing. 
At 9 2 y ears o f age Mr. Bigelo w is still 
interested in affairs, tho ugh retired fro m 
business, and o ften appears in public. 
During the past twelve y ears he has de­ 
vo te d much time and attentio n to bring­ 
ing abo ut the co nso lidatio n o f the inter­ 
ests that has created the New Yo rk 
public library .

HYPNOTISM IN A J AIL 


“ Pro f.” Everto n Demo nstrates His My s­ 
terio us Po wer to Phy sicians in 
Self-Defense. 


If “ Pro f.” Arthur Everto n wished to 
hy pno tized liis keepers in the So merset 
co unty jail, in So merville, N.J ., it seemed 
y esterday that he co uld easily avail him­ 
self o f that means o f escape. 
He dem­ 
o nstrated that fact when fo ur members 
o f the medical staff o f the So merset 
ho spital called to make tests to clear 
up the cause o f death o f Ro bert Simpso n, 
who had died in a hy pno tic trance. 
Keeper J ames I*. Majo r had just lo t 
the do cto rs into the witness ro o m, in 
which Everto n is impriso ned, and sto o d 
near the do o r with a bunch o f key s 
¡1 1 his 
hand. 
Everto n sto o d befo re him. lo o ked 
him squarely in the ey es fo r a few sec- 
auds and then said: “ Majo r, y o u are 
falling fo rward.” Majo r’s bo dy stiffened 
and leaned gradually fo rward. He wo uld 
have fallen face do wnward 0 1 1 the flo o r 
had 1* it Everto n caught him. The hy pno ­ 
tist held the keeper upright, resto red him 
to his no rmal co nditio n, then go t behind 
him, made a quick pass do wn the keep­ 
er's spine with his naml and said gent­ 
ly , “ Majo r, y o u are falling backward.” 
Majo r’s ey es clo sed, as if in summer, 
and he leaned backward until he lo st 
his balance. He was caught again by 
Everto n, who wo uld have had 1 1 0 difficul­ 
ty in taking the key s Majo r held. 
Ever­ 
to n sto o d the keeper 0 1 1 his feet and re­ 
sto red him to liis no rmal co nditio n with 
a pass o f the hand acro ss the fo rehead. 
Keeper Majo r never had been hy pno ­ 
tized befo re and Everto n's influence re­ 
vealed to the autho rities the po ssibilities 
o f a hy pno tist in jail. Majo r is the o nly 
perso n who stands between Everto n and 
liberty , but Frank Ro ss said last night 
that he had so much co nfidence in Ever­ 
to n he wo uld no t place an extra guard 
o ver him. 
“ If he can cast a spell o ver 
o ne keeper he can hy pno tize two ,” said 
the sheriff. 
Everto n’s demo nstratio n with Keeper 
Majo r was o nly o ne o f a scries o f hy p­ 
no tic experiments which lie perfo rmed 
in the jail y esterday . 
Ever since Simp­ 
so n dro pped dead at liis feet o n the 
stage o f the So merville theater o n last 
Mo nday night he has steadfastily main­ 
tained that hy pno tic po wer co uld no t in- 
terfere with tin* heart’s actio n in a wav 
that wo uld rupture the ao rta. 
To let 
him demo nstrate this Dr. William H. 
Lo ng. Dr. A. A. Stillwell, Dr. J . I*, 
lleeht and Dr. Charles Halstead o f the 
So merset ho spital staff went to the co un­ 
ty jail y esterday . 
Everto n to o k as his 
subject Edward Tho mpso n, 18 y ears o ld, 
o ne o f bis regular subjects, who is held 
as a witness in the Simpso n case. 
Ever­ 
to n placed Tho mpso n in a cataleptic 
state, and by severe tests co nvinced the 
phy sicians the y o uth was no t shamming. 
Then Everto n invited them to test the 
y o uth’s heart actio n and blo o d circula­ 
tio n. 
They did so and decided that de­ 
spite the apparent tense co nditio n o f the 
bo dy , the heart actio n and flo w' o f blo o d 
were abo ut no rmal. 
Next Dr. Halstead 
turned 
hy pno tist 
and sent the “ pro fesso r” into a I ranee. 
Befo re beco ming rigid he instructed the 
phy cisians to rest bis head o n o ne chair 
and his feet o n ano ther after he had 
reached the extreme state, said he want­ 
ed them to place fo ur men o n the unsup­ 
po rted part o f his ho tly then test his 
heart with the stethescupe. 
The phy si­ 
cians were afraid to put o n a great 
weight, but they pressed o n him heavily 
with their hands. 
They tested liis heart 
and 
fo und 
it 
no rmal. 
Dr. 
Halstead 
bro ught Everto n o ut o f the spell with 
difficulty . 
The phy sicians say that Ever­ 
to n’s demo nstratio n will have an im­ 
po rtant bearing o n his case.—New Yo rk 
Wo rld.

Sy mpto ms and Treatment—Rule to Ob­ 
serve in Gathering Edible Fungi. 
Co nsidering the frightful co nsequences 
o f gathering and eating po iso no us mush­ 
ro o ms in mistake fo r the e d ib le vuriety 
it is little sho rt o f marvelo us that a per­ 
so n witho ut kno wledge sho uld dare go 
into the fields and wo o ds and pick and 
eat any o f the fungi gro wing there. 
If y o u are tho ro ughly familiar with 
so me particular variety o f edible mush­ 
ro o m and can distinguish it at sight fro m 
all o thers, ho wever similar in co lo r and 
fo rm, it is safe to eat that particular 
variety ; but y o u must beware o f o ther 
kinds that resemble it. fo r ho wever slight 
the difference in appearance o ne may be 
edible and the o ther po iso no us. 
There is no abso lute rule fo r distin­ 
guishing the edible fro m the po iso no us 
kinds, and it is better therefo re to give 
1 1 0 general rules, but to fo llo w o nly 
o ne: 
Suspect every mushro o m 
which 
y o u do no t kno w po sitively to be ediblt 
To this rule perhaps may be added a 
seco nd: 
Learn to distinguish the white 
spo red agarics and avo id them all, fo r 
altho ugh there is an edible species it re­ 
quires an expert to tell it, and the po iso n 
o f ano ther species is deadly and there is 
no kno wn antido te fo r it. 
The chief po iso ns in mushro o ms are 
two number—muscarin and phallin. 
The 
first o f these pro duces sy mpto ms resem­ 
bling tho se o f alco ho lic into xicatio n, fo l­ 
lo wed by co nvulsio ns o r paraly sis, co l­ 
lapse and death fro m 
heart 
failure. 
Tin.*« © sy mpto ms co me o n so o n after the 
mushro o ms have been eaten. 
In po iso ning by phallin the sy mpto ms 
do no t appear until several ho urs after 
the meal. 
They resemble cho lera, begin­ 
ning with severe abdo minal pain, so o n 
fo llo wed by vo miting, purging and co l­ 
lapse.

Baked lo aves o f bread are practical­ 
ly unkno wn in many parts o f So uth 
Austria and Italy , a« well as in the 
agricultural district o f Ro umania. 
In 
the villages o f the Obersteiermark, no t 
many miles 
fro m 
Vienna, 
bread is 
seldo m seen, the staple fo o d 
o f 
the 
peo ple being sterz. u kind o f po rridge 
made fro m gro und beechnuts, which is 
taken at breakfast with frenh o r cur­ 
dled milk, at dinner with bo th o r fried 
in lard and with milk again at sup­ 
per. 
This sterz is also kno wn as heid- 
en. and tak**s the place o f bread no t 
o nly In Steiermark, but in Cary nthia, 
and in many parts o f the Ty ro l. 
In 
the no rth o f Italy the peasantry live 
chiefiy 0 1 1 po lenta, a po rridge made o f 
bo iled maize. 
The po lenta, 
ho wever, 
is no t allo wed to graduate, like Sco tch 
po rridge o r like the Austrian sterz. but 
is bo iled into a so lid pudding, which is 
cut up and po rtio ned o ut with a string. 
It is eaten co ld as o ften as it is ho t, 
and i« in every sense the Italian peas­ 
ant’s daily bread. 
The mo dern Ro u­ 
manians are held by many scho lars to bo 
descended fro m a Ro man co lo ny —in o th­ 
er wo rds, to be co usins o f the Italians; 
and. curio usly eno ugh, a variatio n o f 
the po lenta, called mamaliga, is the na­ 
tio nal dish o f Ro umania. 
The mamaliga 
is like the po lenta in that it is made o f 
bo iled maize, but it is unlike the latter

two centuries co ncave o nes 
wo re 
em­ 
plo y ed. Tho mas Yo ung disco vered tho 
use o f cy lindrical lenses in 1801. and the 
astro no mer Airy applied them fo r the 
co rrectio n o f astigmatism in 1827. Bi­ 
fo cal spectacles were invented and first 
used by Benjamin Franklin in 1785.—

Ezra Kenrall was born in 1861 on a 
farm in Allegheny county, New York. 
After a common school education he 
learned the trade of a printer. 
L ater 
he worked on a New York new spaper 
as a reporter. 
His professional debut 
was made in Elizabeth. N. J., in 1880 
in a farce called “Rascal Pat.” 
He 
was with Lillian Cleves-Clark in “Only 
a Farm er's D aughter.” at a salary of 
$4 a week and expenses. 
Before he 
died he became the highest salaried 
monologist on the American stage. His 
first hit was made in “Wanted, a P art­ 
ner,” at Rankins's Third avenue the­ 
ater in 
New York. 
After th at he 
wrote and produced “ We, Cs & Co.,” 
and became a star.

Kendall was one of the organizers of 
the Whitt Rats, the vaudeville acto rs’ 
benevolent association, and was sec­ 
ond big chief of the W hite Rats.

The federal grand 
jury will meet in Chicago next Mon­ 
day. At that time the governm ent will 
begin the examination of witnesses. 
The prosecution will be criminal.

The institution of civil proceedings, it 
was explained, would depend largely 
on the information divulged by the 
w itnesses examined by the grand jury. 
The determ ination to go after the 
beef trust, it was m ade known, came 
after an investigation lasting more 
than six months, which the departm ent 
conducted among the packing inter­ 
ests of Chicago. Ju st about six m onths 
ago, after an investigation of alleged 
rebating by Morris & Co., A ssistant 
Attorney General VYade H. Ellis start- | 
ed a wholesale probing of the beef in­ 
dustry in Chicago. 
The investigation 
has been going on under different men 
employed by the departm ent of justice 
ever since that time. 
The action is 
based on these reports. 
The action 
will be taken under the Sherm an anti­ 
trust law. 
In response to a resolution of the 
house of representatives adopted on 
March 7, 1904, Jam es Rudolph G ar­ 
field, afterw ard secretary of the in­ 
terior under P resident Roosevelt, but 
then 
com m issioner 
of 
corporations, 
transm itted to that body through Vic­ 
tor H. Metcalf, then secretary of the 
departm ent of com m erce and labor, an 
exhaustive report on his investigations 
of the alleged trust. 
According to that report A rm our & 
Co. is an Illinois corporation with a 
capital of $20,000,000, held closely by 
m em bers of the Arm our family; Swift 
& Co. is an Illinois corporation with a 
capital of $35,000,000, held by over 
6,000 stockholders, and Morris & Co. 
is a Maine corporation with $3,000,000 
capital, owned by the Morris family. 
The National Packing company, says 
the report, is a New Jersey company, 
w ith a capital of $15,000,00, which was 
organized in 1903 and took over the 
stock of a half dozen or m ore packing 
concerns. 
“The control of m ost of these com­ 
panies,” «ays# the report, 
had a short 
time previously to the formation of the 
National Packing com pany been ac­ 
quired by Armour, Swift and Morris in­ 
tere sts respectively, and the directors 
of the National company are all offi­ 
cers or directors of the three corpora­ 
tions above described.” 
Evidently the departm ent of justice 
has found conditions unchanged, for it 
Is said th a t the National com pany Is 
virtually under the domination of the 
three big packing companies. 
“The statutes of Illinois,” the report 
says in one place, “do not perm it an 
Illinois corporation to hold stock in an­ 
other company.”
